EXECUTIVE OFFICER'S COMMENTS 
Soldiers of the 3rd Battalion… 

 
Greetings and best wishes to you and your family members for a great 2005! 

 Since the last newsletter was published, I’ve had the opportunity to become better acquainted with various 
issues requiring staffing in the battalion.  As leaders, we must constantly strive to ensure all administrative actions are 
accomplished in an expeditious manner, ensuring mandatory submission timelines are met.  I want to take the 
opportunity to address some of the staff issues requiring leader supervision and input.  These are: 
 -Late awards and evaluations:  This area remains a shortcoming in the battalion and requires leaders to be 
proactive.  My goal is to get all late submissions in the system by COB 9 Jan 2005.  I will personally contact 
individuals responsible for submitting these documents.  Leaders must be proactive in identifying soldiers who will 
leave the unit for various reasons (retirement, PCS, ETS, etc.).  The departure of a soldier triggers various 
administrative actions (OER/NCOER, award, etc) that have strict time requirements.  Failure by leaders to submit 
these administrative documents in a timely manner is inexcusable and, ultimately, does a disservice to deserving 
soldiers.  Deserving soldiers should depart with their evaluation and award.  This is a leader’s responsibility.  
Anything short of this is unacceptable.  

-Command Inspection:  The 3d Brigade will be conducting a Command Inspection of the battalion, tentatively 
scheduled for the April/May 2005 timeframe.  The areas to be inspected will be formally identified prior to the 
inspection and will impact many of the personnel assigned to additional duties.  More details will follow, but the 
expectation is that all soldiers assigned an additional duty will be fully prepared to be inspected. 
 -Additional duty lists, alert rosters and OER/NCOER rating schemes:  I have been working closely with the 
full-time staff in updating each of these documents.   Each document impacts both our AC and RC soldiers.  By the 
end of this month’s drill, I will have the HHD Cdr and 1SG review draft copies of each.  Following this review, these 
documents will go to the Battalion Commander for signature.  My intent is to ensure everyone understands their 
additional duty responsibility, has accurate contact information, and knows the current rating scheme.      
 We will continue to improve the various staff systems within the battalion.  I thank everyone in advance for 
their assistance in doing so.
